prepares for computer hookup

To start everyone with "a clean 
slate” before going on line with the 
Merrimack Valley Library consor- 
tium, Wilmington Memorial 
Library Director Philip Meriam 
has announced patrons may return 
any outstanding books or materials 
at no cost, 

The amnesty period is in effect 
now until March 23, the date 
Wilmington officially becomes the 
14th town to hook into the com- 
puter base in Andover, Wilmington 
will join such neighboring commu- 
nities as Lowell, Andover, 
Billerica, and Chelmsford in pro- 
viding more than 1.5 million books 
and more efficient service to town 
residents, 

Library personnel have been 
working diligently bar coding 
materials and recording approxi- 
mately 3,000 books a month in the 
data base. To date, said Meriam, 
50,105 books have been recorded. 
Residents have also been asked to 
come to the library for new 
replacement cards which can be 
used system-wide. Since the end of 
January, 1,495 patrons have been 
registered, 

Meriam told the Town Crier "we 
are encouraging early registration 


to make the process that much 
smoother,” though he added 
residents may also sign up after the 
231d. 

Patrons will have to familiarize 
themselves with several important 
changes in policy and procedure 
‘once the library goes on line. These 
changes will be spelled out in a 
brochure made available at the 
library at the end of the month. 

According to Meriam and 
librarian Chris Dehoff, who is 
co-coordinator of the computer 
Project, the new system will allow 
a brief five day grace period after 
the return due date. There will be 
no formal notification that a book is 
overdue, shifting much of the 
responsibility to return material 
‘onto the patron, 

After the five day period, patrons

will be charged five cents a day per 
book up to one dollar maximum. 
On the sixth day, the fine will be 
calculated from the due date 
making it automatically 30 cents 
per book. Under current policy, 
there is an approximate two week 
grace period and a two dollar 
service charge for overdue books. 

Under the new system patrons 
will have exactly 21 days to return 
a book. If a patron has 10 or more 
overdue items or unpaid fines of 
one dollar or more, he or she will 
not be accorded borrowing 
privileges until these are settled. 
Fines from overdue or lost books 
go into the town's general fund 
rather than toward replacement of 
books. 

The new library cards will be 
good indefinitely and can be used at 
any library in the consortium. The 
current cards were issued for a 
three year period before renewal. 

Dehoff explained that with 
computerization residents may 
more easily obtain reserve books. 
Patrons can obtain books through 
an agency hold, which reserves a 
Wilmington book for a town 
resident, or through a system-wide 
hold, which provides material from 
any library in the consortium.

Article would tighten 
Webber Amendment

The Wilmington Planning Board 
Tuesday night reviewed two 
amendments to zoning bylaws 
which they will bring to April's 
‘own meeting as separate articles. 
Both would tighten up present 
regulations. 

The first article covers site plan 
review and, if passed, would give 
more leverage to the Building 
Inspector to control safety hazards 
and adequate parking on site. 

Building Inspector James Russo 
suggested they add the word 
“altered” to the article. Thus, 
anyone seeking a building permit 
would need a site plan review on 
any building to be constructed, 
altered, or externally enlarged. 

Russo, who had been asked to 
review the proposed articles last 
week, met with some opposition. 


Chairman Carole Hamilton felt a 
formal or informal site plan review 
requirement would be costly for 
owners and impose "tremendous 
hardship" on the "mom and pop" 
type owner planning to alter a 
building. She also felt the change 
might bring her board to “our 
collective knees” by bringing in 
more work than they could handle. 

“L think the whole purpose of this 
is perhaps to pick up the stragglers 
who deserve to have a review done 
on their property," said Russo, 
explaining that currently owners 
can structurally alter a building 
without his department's knowl- 
edge because a site plan review isn't 
required. In the end, planners 
agreed to the word “remodeled” 
rather than “altered.” 

The second article deals with a 
change in the Webber Amendment 
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(pre-existing lots) to bring the 
bylaw more in conformity with the 
State Zoning Act. This amendment 
allows a dwelling to be built on lots 
with less than required area, 
frontage, or width providing they 
conform to provisions set forth in 
the Zoning Bylaws of September, 
1934, The proposed change only 
allows property to be grand- 
fathered in if it doesn't adjoin land 
of the same owner, 

Russo argued it was "too late” to 
change the bylaw since the town has 
reportedly allowed 700 grand- 
fathered lots to be built on and it 
would be like “closing the barn 
door” after the horse has bolted. He 
felt the smaller lots could be used 
for affordable housing in some 
way. 

Hamilton said this bylaw had 
generated a lot of discussion in the 
past and the reason for the 
proposed change was to give voters 
one more chance to see if they 
wished to continue in this vein, She 
added she would prefer any bylaw 
changes come from her board and 
not individual residents.

Suzi Cushing named to fill 


father's school committee seat 


chairman Rocco DePasquale told 


by Arlene Surprenant 
Amid accusations of nepotism, 
favoritism, and politics, Suzanne 
Cushing was appointed to fill the 
school committee seat left vacant by 
her late father Mitchell Spiris. 
Cushing received seven of the 
nine votes cast by the Wilmington 
Board of Selectmen and the school 
committee in a joint meeting last 
Wednesday. The only other name 


placed in nomination was that of 


James Babineau, who is one of 
three candidates for the two year 
seat in April's general election. 
Babineau's name was placed in 
nomination by Bridget Zukas, but 
failed to be considered for lack of a 
second. 

Four persons had submitted 
letters of application for the 
position: Cushing, Babineau, 
Gerald O'Reilly and Dr. Michael 
Thomas. 

While selectmen gave Cushing's 
candidacy unanimous approval 
when it was learned she would not 
run in April, school committeemen 
were divided in their support and, 
at times, threatened to turn the 
emotional meeting into a game of 
political one-up-man-ship. 

Tony Accardi was persistent as he 
questioned the process, saying with 
many critical decisions to be made 
in the next six weeks, they should 
leave the seat vacant and let the 
voters decide in April. Selectmen 
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‘praised the appointment. They felt 


Accardi "the law is clear" that they 
should fill the seat. Accardi argued 
that that wasn't "the spirit of the 
law" with the election so close and 
he wouldn't vote for any candidate 
placed in nomination. 

When Zukas pushed to have all 
four candidates speak on their 
qualifications, DePasquale told her 
you as a committee have done 
your research (and) I feel you have 
had ample time.” Zukas then 
nominated Babineau, citing his 
credentials, and asked if anyone had 
the "courage" to second the motion. 
No one did. 

Cushing was nominated by 
Shirley Callan. In the final tally, 
Zukas and Accardi cast the only 
dissenting votes. 

The majority of board members

weeks until the annual election on April 18. She is 
taking the seat of her late father, Mitchel! Spiris. 

Clerk Patty Ward swore her in on Thursday 


to fill the position.” 

There were some present, 
however, who were not happy with 
the appointment. James Babineau 
said afterward he felt he should 
have been granted an interview. His 
wife, too, was critical of the 
process. 

“What I have heard described 
here tonight is nepotism and favor. 
itism. We're deeply disappointed 
with this appointment,” she said 
Alice Shaffer had some comments 
of her own. "I feel it’s all political 
.. It's a shame to go on just your 
father's name,” she said. 

Cushing publicly thanked select 
men for their support despite 
“innuendos” thrown their way the 
past few weeks, 

“It's a tribute to my father and I 
appreciate it,” she stated, adding “I 
will be forever proud to be Mitch 
Spiris’ daughter.” Cushing will 
remain on the committee until 
April 18 when voters will elect her 
successor.

MORE 

Uncle Sam won't share business 
expenses as generously under the 
new tax law, so firms may take a 
sharper look at expense accounts. 
Real costs are going up as tax rates 
go down and the new law limits the 
expenses that may be deducted, 

Two changes loom large: only 80 
percent of certain business meals 
and entertainment are deductible 
now, down form 100 percent; and 
unreimbursed employees’ business 
expenses will be deductible only 
insofar as they exceed 2 percent of 
adjusted gross income.Expect to see 
some renegotiation with employers 
to cover these costs. 

And the IRS is getting sticky 
about what constitutes a business 
meal; the taxpayer or his 
representative must be present and 
must talk business at the meal or 
just before it, and the cost of the 
meal should not be extravagant. 

Deductions for tickets to 
entertainment events, luxury water 
travel, and “educational” travel are 
also strictly limited.

Septic system problems 
remain at high school

The Permanent Building Com- 


mittee learned Monday that septic 
problems continue to hold up a 
certificate of compliance for the 
high school septic system. 

To date, 12 out of 15 manhole 
covers have been replaced to take 
care of odor complaints at the 
facility. According to represen- 
tatives of Dana Perkins, the others 
would be replaced if necessary. 

In a field inspection February 20, 

it was learned something was 
wrong with the float inside the 
distribution box which triggers the 
septic counter. When the situation 
is corrected, PBC members were 
told one last inspection would be 
made, 
Acting chairman Diane Allan said 
that this problem “holds up 
everything” and is becoming costly. 
She noted it cost $1,024 for inspec- 
tion fees and meetings through 
January 24. 

Architect Wilson Rains said the 
contractor has been asked to 
correct the problem and he 
suggested the board give him a time 
frame to finish up the work. 

Other problems continue to 


plague PBC members. 

Robert Soper questioned the 
status of brighter lights in the front 
of the building, saying he wouldn't 
sign anymore requisitions until the 
lights were installed. Apparently, 
several outside lights were switched 
around and the sub-contractor left. 
For safety and security reasons, the 
town advised members to install 
brighter lights. Rains told members 
the sub-contractor left because 
Sciaba (Construction Co) may have 
led him to believe he wouldn't get 
paid for the work. 

Another problem brought up was 
water leaking under the shower 
partitions in the girls’ locker room. 
The water, members learned, may 
be rusting lockers and creating 
mold. Rains suggested either a 
stainless steel closure panel or 
“skirts” added to the walls to 
prevent the flooding. 

“We're going to get some help,” 
said Rains. "We need it fast,” was 
Allan's terse comment. 

One optimistic note in the 
discussion was the news that the 
school library officially opened this 
week.

Plans to complete roadwork in 
the two sections of the Middlesex 
Pines subdivision are expected to be 
ready by the end of this week, 
according to engineering consultant 
Michael Roache of Fay, Spofford, 
and Thorndike.

After an on-site visit to the 
subdivision, Roache said he found 
"a number of substantial problems" 
Though he found drainage pipes on 
Palmer Way were in "tough shape,” 
he said conditions on Douglas 
Avenue were worse. He told of a 
hydrant that needed to be re-set, 
necessary pavement repairs, and

the need for granite curbs in the 
cul-de-sac and in the curve. He also 
questioned the condition of the 
materials used in the construction. 

According to Roache, the 
estimated cost of work on Palmer 
Way is $54,000 and the estimated 
cost of Douglas Avenue comes out 
to $80,000, based on construction 
costs in similar jobs. This poses a 
problem as there is only $80,000 
total monies left to complete the 
job. 

To cut costs, Roache explained 
they could conceivably delete part 
of the work, such as granite curbs, 
sidewalks, and tees, and add them 
at a later date, 

Roache warned planners that bids 
may come in at twice the estimated 
cost since smaller jobs generally 
carry higher price tags. Another 
foreseeable problem, he said, was 
not having enough contractors bid 
on the work because of a surplus of 
jobs and a reluctance to take on 
someone else's work. Original 
contractor Patrick Cone started the 
job. 

Planning board chairman Carole 
Hamilton assured neighborhood 
spokesman Doug Souza that 
residents will have some input on 
what to delete once the bids come 
in, She also explained the work may 
have to be scaled down and re-bid if 
the figures come in “all out of 
Proportion.”

While 
school officials may provide 
courses in cable production and 
tape athletic, drama, or other 
education-related activities during 
the day, it is anticipated the town 
will utilize the studio in the late 
afternoons and evenings. 

Because of space limitations in the 
building, educators and the town 
manager are currently exploring 
several possible locations, such as 
the music rooms or the auditorium 
stage area. Stapczynski told PBC 
members he is looking for an area 
that would be isolated from the rest 
of the building as the studio would 
be used on weekends also, 

‘The funds for the studio will be 
provided by the Greater Boston 
Cable Corp. under the terms of the 
new contract. 

Stapezynski said they would not 
need an elaborate or costly setup 
and they would try to work within 
the funds provided. He suggested 
members of the Cable TV Advisory 
Task Force come to a future PBC 
meeting to discuss the studio with 
new architects Knight, Bagge, and 
Anderson. 

"I don't want them to be pricing

Gas line changeover

A proposal to install a larger gas 
main on the Tennessee Gas Pipeline 
in Burlington may have some 
impact in Wilmington.

The Burlington residents were 
upset about the proposed work in 
their town, particularly on Paul 
Street. They described it as a fairly

Frankly speaking 
There is something unusual about claiming fiscal stress 


other. That's the situation voters in Wilmington may face 
at Annual Town Meeting, in light of recent revisions 
submitted by the town manager for the FY-1988 Budget. 

The original theme of the FY '88 budget was fiscal 
constraints due to an ever changing federal and state aid 
situation in Wilmington, according to the manager. 
However, no sooner was this message sent by the chief 
executive of the local government that we are confronted 
with a most significant number of personnel increases, 
some of which are at the administrative level. 

Thus, the town manager who has significant concems 


positions which total $121,825. If you add the 
controversial proposal of a new assistant town manager to 
this figure, the grand total of personnel increases in town 
government goes over $150,000. 

Accordingly, the voters are going to have to make some 
genuine value judgements when voting on the FY '88 
budget. Is it better to maintain quality basic services, or 
should we risk the danger of heading toward a top heavy 
administration in Wilmington? This decision has to be 
made in light of an original budget presentation by the 
Manager which noted growing fiscal constraints. If this 
situation has changed, than the budget theme has to be 


Back in January, Town Manager Stapezynski presented 
his FY '88 Budget which was introduced with the words, 
‘the theme of fiscal stress,’ Accordingly, the decrease in 
aid to Wilmington was cited as follows: "The revenues 
available for 1988 are limited. In fact, this years budget 
reflects a decrease of $150,000 in revenue sharing funds 
and a diminished local aid due to the states general 
slowdown in their revenue growth." 

There are many who would question that synopsis, and 
cite actual increases in funding to the town. After the 
statement was made by the town manager, Rep. Jim Miceli 
cited figures indicating increases in state funding. 

But nevertheless, a budget cannot center around a theme 
of decreased funding on one hand, and yet call for 
personnel increases on the other. From a public budgeting 
standpoint, the first thing to put a cap on under ‘fiscal 
stress’ would be the hiring of new personnel, most 


Accordingly, as the FY '88 budget comes under 
increasing scrutiny, it will be appropriate, as under any 
fiscal environment, to demand very careful and detailed 
justification for an expanded town payroll.

While it is true that the town 
meeting voted money to buy 
the cranberry bogs, there is 
also good reason why the 
purchase never took place. 

In negotiations with the 
Lowell Cranberry Company, 
the Water Department sought 
to buy only the wetland areas, 
not the entire parcel owned by 
the. cranberry company. They 
were not able to arrive at a 
negotiated settlement. 

The water commissioners 
were reluctant to use eminent 
domain proceedings, because 
of potential liability. A case 
in Barnstable gives good 
reason for the commissioners 
reluctance. A person whose 
land was taken for water sued, 
and won a substantial settle- 
ment, based on the value of 
the water. 

When the cranberry bog 
property was recently sold to 
the BCT Trust, the seller's 
attorney told the buyer's 
attorney that he had a message 
for the Town of Wilmington. 
He then delivered the message 
in the form of an uncompli- 
mentary hand gesture. 

The town is currently in 
negotiations with the BCT 
Trust to arrange the purchase 
of the wetland areas, Jay 
Tighe of BCT has said he has 
no interest in attempting to 
build in the cranberry bog.

Support Dogs for the Handi 
capped, a relatively new concept, 
involves training and placing 
animals to help physically handi 
capped people, such as those 
disabled by multiple sclerosis, 
rheumatoid arthritis, muscular 
dystrophy, cerebral palsy, or 
quadriplegia. 

Support dogs can open doors, 
answer phones, activate alarms, 
turn lights on or off, pick up 
dropped items, carry or get needed 
items, and go on banking or 
shopping errands. They can help 
owners over from a wheelchair to a 
couch, get up from a fall, and climb 
steps without crutches. 

The dogs are tained to meet the 
needs of a particular person before 
being placed with that individual 
The training for such individu- 
alized assistance is about $4,000 per 
animal. 

Arthritis, a chronic and crippling 
disease affecting people of all ages, 
has no known cure, but early 
detection and treatment can control 
pain and reduce inflammation of 
the affected joint. OF the spore than 
100 related rheumatic diseases, the 
most common types are 
osteoarthritis, rheumatoid arthritis, 
gout, lupus erythematosus, sclero- 
dactylia, ankylosis spondylitis, and 
juvenile arthritis. 

The Massachusetts State Federa- 
tion of Women's Clubs, along with 
the General Federation of Wor.en's 
Clubs of which it is a part, is 
working with the Arthritis 
Foundation to increase awareness 
about arthritis and the many things 
that can be done to help people.

and groundwater contamination

Some of the areas represented 
were as follows: the Massachusetts

Reportedly, this 
complexly growing dilemma is 
found couniry wide; and initially 
must be identified in order to be 
solved, by homeowners with lawns 
as well as farmers and industry, 
said Lefavour. 


Industry group 
formulates emergency plans 


Wilmington firms which 
manufacture or use chemicals are 
joined together in a group designed 
to improve emergency response 
planning. The group was organized 
in December 1985 as a part of the 
Wilmington Chamber of Com- 
merce. About 45 members of the 
chamber and guests heard a 
discussion about that group on 
March 3 at a luncheon in the 
Knights of Columbus. 

Avco, Polyvinyl Chemicals, 
Polymer Technical, Raffi & Swan- 
son, Analogue Devices, Sweetheart 
Plastics and Olin Chemicals were in 
the group when it was formed, 
according to Dr. Robert Krueger, 
general manager of Polyvinyl 
Chemicals, speaker. 

The group is designed to be small, 
and to meet once a month, It 
exchanges emergency response 
plans, lists facilities for emergency 
use, and meets with the town 
manager, the police, the fire 
department, board of health, state 
police and railroad officials for 
exchange of information. 

The Wilmington Fire Department 
has lists of basic emergency 
information, in its trucks. Fire 
Department crews, when respond- 
ing to a call can be refreshed on 
basic emergency information at any 
plant. The idea is that the firemen 
will know what they will have to 
look for when they get there. 

The individual companies have 
developed video tape tours of each 
facility, so that members of the fire 
department can know what they are 
seeing, in the building. It is a vivid 
refresher to each plant, and by 
means of it the firemen are able to. 
address the key elements in the 
plant. 

The group has developed a 
communications center and media 
focal point which tells where the 
offices are and how to get there. 


This is for the use of the town 


manager, police and fire 
departments, and it is very 
important that the information be 
up to date. 


In recent months the group has 
expanded, by including four more 
firms. 

The closing of the Eames Street 
Bridge, and the Butters Row 
Bridge, in recent months shows 
how areas of the town can become 
isolated, and how contingencies 
have to be a part of emergency 
planning. What do we do, and how 
do we do it are in the questions 

"Our group feels a responsibility 
to any emergency in the com 
munity, with the question of How 
can we be of value? We have had 
group meetings three times in the 
office of the town manager, twice 
in the fire chief's office, and twice 
in the office of the chief of 
police--all related to emergency 
planning. 

"We do have emergency plans for 
various situations, and we 
making progress.”

“We will try to meet the needs of 
Wilmington residents first,” she 
explained last week, adding that a 
book delivery service can provide 
Wilmington residents with out of 
town books within two days. 

The library currently houses a 
collection of 80,000 books. Prior to 
Prop 2 1/2, it had a book budget of 
$57,500, said Meriam. Now the 
budget is set at $45,675 with the 
possibility of increasing it at this 
year’s town meeting to $48,000. 

Most residents don't know that to 
help supplement popular books, the 
library uses the McNaughton Co. 
rental plan. Under the plan, the 
library rents extra copies of books 
in demand on a temporary basis. 
This usually comes out to 55 books 
a month, The library staff is also 
appreciative of paperback’ books 
donated by local patrons.

system was: adjusting to Propo- 
sition 2 1/2. When she ran in 1984, 
‘we were enmeshed in "Renovate to 
Educate." 

The foundation was being laid for 
a 6.5 million dollar addition and 
renovation of the high school. 

In her opinion, the challenge 
facing the Wilmington School 
System over the next few years is 
the fact that at the secondary level, 
the faculty is aging together and 
that there are not adequate 
replacements. Proposition 2 1/2, in 
effect, phased out most of the 
young teaching blood at the 
secondary level. So now, there is a 
gap, between the few teachers right 
Out of school that we have, and the 
bulk of the faculty which has over 
20 years experience. If a 
conscientious effort is not made to 
bring in people who are young and 
qualified, we will be unable to 
provide the students of Wilmington 
with the necessary balance of youth 
and experience, when some of the 
members of our very fine faculty 
retire within the next five years. 

If Mrs. Zukas is re-elected she 
will make an even stronger effort 
to hire young people who are 
qualified for positions that become 
available. She will continue to see 
that the talented personnel we now 
have, are paid a salary which is 
competitive with surrounding

LYNNFIELD — He issued his’ 
chronicle from Willow Castle 
here, touching briefly on 
hound’s-tongue, his Satanic 
Majesty, and Sam Adams’ shoe 
buckles. 

Yet he skirted the issue of too

Writing on New Year's day in 
1895, local historian Thomas 
Wellman opened his “little 
gem” of a town history with 
notes on herbs and topography 
— but prefaced them with 
praise of neighboring com- 
munities 

“Wakefield boasts of her 
beautiful situation ... of superb 
ponds, and general enterprise, 
while Reading is noted for good 
morals, intelligence (and) 
ponderous families 

More than 250 years from the 
time the first white man's 
“dugout” home was established 
in Lynnfield, Wellman would 
pen, with humor and quiet 
satisfaction, a quaint and 
sentimental historical journey 
from the home he called 
“Willow Castle’ in Lynnfield 
Centre. 

Having introduced the neigh 
bors, Wellman set out in earnest 
to present the history of Lynn 
field, The work was described in 
1973 by Russell S. Knower: 

“Ata time when the writing of J 
town histories was in vogue, he 
completed a little gem: his 
legacy to future generations of 
townspeople.” 

And Wellman’s history is a 
little gem: nostalgic, 
reminiscent, touching, 
amusing, largely anecdotal. 

After listing 54 medicinal 
plants which abound in the 
“‘well-watered township,” in: 
cluding life everlasting, 
mother-wort, and apple of Peru, 
he continues with a trio of 1 
nasties: 

“For poisons may be found the 
thorn apple, nightshade and 
ivy.”

This far-flung correspondent

“The next day, after consid- 
erable encouragement from my 
colleagues, I was right back up 
on the rafters again,” Mike’ 
revealed. ‘Despite all the heavy 
security that was placed on the 
upper deck to keep me from 
making another jump, I was not 
to be denied. Before they could 
draw the nets across the pool, I 
made one more jump."" 

The second leap was Mike's 
last, since he was certain that 
his identity would be 
discovered.

Wellman devotes some space 
to ancient houses of Lynnfield, 
dwelling with pride on the 
solidity of construction. He 
refers to one of the Hart family 
houses, for example, where silk- 
worms used to be cultivated — 
in typical fashion of lacing the 
brief chapter gvith little anec- 
dotes about some of the early 
homes. 

He notes that the time it was 
built (1720) the gambrel-roofed 
Captain Thomas Flint House, 
for example, was considered 
the grandest house in town 

“The western part used to be 
kept closed and the family were 
forbidden to enter. A girl who 
lived in the family, while they 
were at meeting, thought she 
would view the premises. While 
in the front chamber she heard 
a sound and, fearing a surprise, 
jumped out of the end window 
and caused her death . 

“From the same house were 
sent to the centennial of 1876 the 
shoe buckles of Samuel Adams, 


the patriot." 
Marcia Wiswall, thanks to 
what must have involved 


exhaustive research into the old 
homes of Lynnfield, produced a 
more extensive and detailed 
history of 45 buildings. 

Perhaps the oldest house in 
Lynnfield (1667), the Joseph 
Henfield House, also on Main 
Street, is the most interesting. 
Wiswall: ‘The spacious yard 
was once so steep that only the 
tops of the carriages could be 
seen from the windows. Many

The 
boundary marker between 
Lynnfield and Reading was at 
one time located across the 
street from the center of the 
house, and it is a legend that at 
one time the good people of 
Lynn decided to raid the tavern 
because rum was being 
dispensed too freely. 

“Word got to the owners by the 
grapevine so that when the 
authorities arrived the bar had 
been moved from the east room 
into the west room — across the 
boundary line into Reading.”

era in history has had men and women who havi 
been ihe Limelight of popularity.” They were jooked upot 
by their admiring followers as “models of excellence. The: 
fields of endeavor were varied representing the predominat 
field of interest of that particular period of time. In Caesars 
reign, military heros and their conquests held everyone 
spellbound. During World War |, Florence Nightingale was 
loved and revered as an “Angel of Mercy.” In the 1930s it was 
Babe Ruth, the Sultan of Swat who was idolized by sport 
loving baseball fans in America and Japan. The world of 
fisticuffs has had many profession boxers but none morc 
popular than John L. Sullivan, “The Boston Strong Boy.” He 
was born October 15, 1858, in Boston. He attended schoo! 
there and for a time studied at Boston College. At the age of 
19, he launched his professional boxing career John L 
Sullivan was supreme at the rough-and-ready style and in 
1882, he knocked out Paddy Ryan in nine rounds to win thr 
World's Heavyweight title. He held that crown until 
September 7, 1892, when, James J. Corbett, known as 
“Gentleman Jim” knocked Sullivan out in 21 rounds at New 
Orleans, Louisiana. In the last bare-knucle fight of his 

rofessional boxing career, Sullivan knocked out Jake 
Kitrain in 1889, won a 75-round battle that lasted 2 hours and 
25 minutes and 25 seconds. John L. Sullivan earned more 
than one million dollars but being generous of heart anu 
charitable to a fault, (a trait common to the Irish), his wealth 
soon disappeared. 

in a wonderful movie called “Gentleman Jim" played by 
Errol Flynn with Ward Bond as Jahn L. Sullivan, there was a 
scene that | will never forget. The kind-hearted Sullivan had 
sent a Season pass to Father Jerimah Murray, an avid fanot 
the Boston Braves. The scene shows Fr. Murray returning the 
pass saying, "John, | thank you with all my heart for your 
generosity, but | cannot in good conscious accept your gift. | 
would like to be present at every Braves practice, every 
warm up Session and every game but it would be to the 
detriment of my primary goal in life-my priestly duties. 
Thank you, John, and may God bless you” That scene 
vividly displayed the humanitarian qualities of John 
Sullivan and the practice of moderation of a gentle “Man of 
the Cloth” whose love of baseball was shunted aside for the 
more important work of administering to his flock 

John L. Sullivan was as compassionate outside the boxing 
ring as he was a ferocious tiger in it. He could pick upachild 
and tenderly hug it in his massive chest and perhaps that 
very night those same hands with one punch send an 
opponent flying through the ropes. He was idolized by the 
men, loved hy the women and respected by every man that 
ever entered a boxing ring. Many boasted that they “shook 
the hand of John L, Sullivan.” We can boast too that he was 
Irish, that he was born in Boston and that he brought honor 
and glory to the name of Sullivan, The title of heavyweight 
champion was taken away from him by Gentleman James 
Corbett, but no man could ever take away the love, respect 
and admiration that the people had for “The Boston Strong 
Boy,” the great John L. Sullivan.

A lot of the plot in Ferris 
Bueller’s Day Off was silly and 
unrealistic, but because it was a 
comedy, it didn’t matter very 
much. Actually, the sillier it 
got, the more we laughed. And, 
while the latest from 
writer/director/producer John 
Hughes does have its funny 
moments, it is not essentially a 
comedy, and when the plot 
overrides normal conventions, 
the results are heavy-handed 
and stilted. 

Eric Stoltz Mask plays a high 
school senior who is best friends 
with a tomboy (Mary Stuart 
Masterson), but in love with the 
class beauty. The beauty,

played by Lea Thompson, is as 
poor as Stoltz, but runs with a 
rich crowd. They are, as is often 
the case in these teen flicks, a 
shallow, cruel bunch whose 
combined intellect is about as 
deep as their tans. Stoltz is 
going to save her from all that, 
never realizing, or at least not 
right away, that his heart 
belongs with the tomboy, which 
wwe knew all along. 

Perhaps if the movie wasn’t 
so completely predictable, it 
might work better. However, 
there are moments when 
flashes of Hughes’ magic touch 
pop onto the screen, such as 
when Stoltz gets himself into 
detention to be with Thompson, 
but instead finds himself 
trapped in a basement room 
with the school's thugs. Or when 
his father drops into the school 
to talk to his son's guidance

The report, ‘‘Massachusetts 
Job Outlook — Occupational 
Employment Projected 
Changes 1984 to 1995,’ examines 
the occupational trends ex- 
pected to shape the state’s job 
market over the next 10 years. 
The report emphasizes the im- 
portance of training and educa- 
tion in Massachusetts, especial- 
ly as professional and technical 


occupations are expected to see 
the most growth. 

Among the highlights of the 

report: An estimated 159,000 
new jobs will be generated in 
professional and technical oc- 
cupations such as engineering, 
computer and health care jobs. 
This occupational group will 
experience the largest and 
fastest job growth over the next 
decade. 
Service jobs comprise the 
second largest and fastest grow- 
ing employment category, with 
health service occupations ex- 
pected to grow the fastest. 

Overall, middle and upper 
level jobs are expected to ex- 
pand more quickly than lower 
level jobs.
